AN ACT to amend section one, of chapter nine, of the general lawn 
of 1872, entitled "An act to fix the time for holding terms of the 
Circuit Court in the Tenth Judicial District."

Section one of chapter nine, of the h 	.circuit 
general laws of 1872, is hereby amended so as to read 00ourt:./  
as follows: The ,aeneral terms of the Circuit Court 
for the Tenth Judicial Circuit shall.hereafter be held 
as follows: In Brown county on the first Monday 
of March and the first Monday of September in each 
year; in Oconto county on the second Monday of 
April and the third Monday of October in each year; 
in Door county on the first Tuesday after the third 
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Monday of February and the first Tuesday after the 
third Monday of July, in each year; in Outagamie 
county on the first Monday of June and the second 
Monday of November in each year; in Shawano 
county on the first Tuesday after the fourth Monday 
of June and the first Tuesday after the second Mon-
day of January in each year, and in Brown county a 
special term for the whole Circuit on the fourth Mon.
day of January in each year.
